The Department of Architecture at the University of Wisconsin - Mil- 
waukee has 24 students living and studying in London for the spring 
semester. The program, headed this year by Associate Professor Tim 
McGinty, includes studying architecture in England as well as the city 
of London. Assistant Professor Wayne Attoe is taking time out from a 
leave of absence to join the group to deliver a course on the history of 
London as part of the course work. 


The program is running on a shoestring budget with students paying 
regular tuition fees at UWM as well as paying for their own transporta- 
tion and housing in London. The school is providing funds for several 
honorariums to bring English architects into the program as lecturers 
as well as paying for part of the transportation expenses of the faculty. 
Professor McGinty said the budget is very tight and the School is 
looking for funding to fill in where the University cannot. This year the 
program could use $200-$500 to help with expenses like renting projec- 
tors, buying supplies, maps, and a few relevant books that cannot be 
ordered through the University. In addition the school is looking for 
ongoing funds from individuals or a firm of about $1000-$1500 a year to 
cover some transportation expenses and to cover other costs for sup- 
plies and honorariums not assignable to the University. 


The program is informally co-ordinated with the School of Architecture 
of the University of Nebraska which offers a similar program. The 
Nebraska program is funded by an architectural firm that previously 
had donated funds for the travel expenses of a single student. The firm
